A bulletin was posted at the north 
sire station of the Milwaukee roal- 
road today that all passenger coaches 
on the system operating in the state 
of Wisconsin must be supplied witu 
stools for passengers getting on and 
off coaches at stations. The order is 
new general whereas in the past It 
has applied to coaches having steps 
higher than 19 inches from tho plat­ 
form. 
The m atter has given the railroad 
company much trouble. 
Last 
year 
legislation was passed to the effect 
that all coaches with steps more than 
19 inches from the ground must be 
provided with these stools and conse­ 
quently the stools were provided as 
fast as they could be turned out at 
the shops. Train crews were instruct­ 
ed as to their use. Each stool is num ­ 
bered for a certain coach and must 
not be taken from one coach to an­ 
other. The object of having the stools 
is to provide for the safety of pas­ 
sengers getting on and of the trains. 
Accidents have been known to occur 
in the past because of the distance 
from the coach step to the ground. 
The Milwaukee road, however, in 
order to avoid disputes as to whether 
a step of a certain coach is 19 inches 
from the ground or more than the re­ 
quired minimum have issued the or­ 
der that all coaches must be supplied 
with the stools.
